q they come new everalike, ſothat their 


cannot be diſcerned any more by their head, 
bur theic marke is rakenby their mouth and 
teeth : for as they grow in age they have few 
or no teeth ar all : yet the branches grow 
out of tne roote, whereas all the while they 
were young they u{cd to have them breake 
forth and ſtanding out at the very forehead, 
At the firſt when they breake ouragaine they 
be like ro the glandules, or kernels of dry 
Skinne, that new put forth z then grow they
